Germans Could Not Hold 
Trenches They Took at Notre 
Dame de Lorette 


Paris. March 6—The manner in which 
-a furious German attack at Not re 
Dame de l»rejtc was turned Into a de¬ 
feat In which 2.006 Germans ML la de¬ 
scribed'in the Petit Parislen by one of 
the combatants. 

"The Germans blew up by mines our 
first line of trenches." says the story. 
"Before the echoes of the explosion had 
died away an avalanche of Germans 
poured down and forced the French 
into the second line of trem-hi-n after a 
Bfrcr hand-to-hand struggle. The Ger¬ 
mans suddenly raked, tin- trenches with, 
two machine guns, forcing the defend¬ 
ers Into the third Une. from which they 
Were forced tn retire tn an Cl»tlV dt- 
fended position on the rear after an¬ 
other bayonet battle With superior j 
numbers. 

"In no way demoralised, our men 
spent the night preparing to win back 
the lost positions, which th#- Germans 
Ml ftrengthened with atsdbsgi OtB 
artillery was ptaegA In position ready 
to Are. As sooa as dawn broke th*- 
•three-Inchers* opened with salvos The 
shells burst In our old trenches, pepper¬ 
ing the Oermans methodically. Then 
the heavy artillery joined in. de moral- j 
iaing them. Their artillery tried to re¬ 
ply and Its shells exploded with awe¬ 
inspiring noise, but did not harm us. 

*Tha din be# ame appalling Our 
pieces fired as rapidly as they could br 
loaded. After hours of this the gun* 
stopped flrlng^and our Infantry hound 
ed forward, crouching on their hands 
and knees. The Germans fired volley 
after volley, working their quick-firers, 
feverishly, but our men would not be 
denied.
